Climbing plants or vines play an 
important part in any scheme of 
landscape gardening, adding a finish- 
ing touch to wall, fence or verandah 
that is not possible by any other 
means. There is a mistaken idea 
that such plants may be harmful to 
brick or stone work. Aside from the 
fact that climbers add a little trouble 
to the job of painting the wood work 
around doors and windows, authori- 
ties claim that there are no harmful 
effects whatever but, 
hand, there are several 
advantages. 

A. house with the walls well 
screened is much cooler in the hot 
weather for the simple reason that 
sun does not reach heat absorbing 
brick or stone.
